WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. (Exclusive) 
An apparatus capable of measuring 
ocean depths ranging from a few feet 
to 2500 fathoms or more, while the 
vessel on which it is installed pre- 
ceeds at full speed has been perfect~- 
ed by the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey during the past year, 
according to the annual report of the 
director, Col. K. Lester Jones. it is 


regarded as one of the most impo‘ tant 
contributions to deep-sea surveying 
and navigation in recent years. 

For some time engineers and 
entists here and abroad have been 
working on apparatus for measuring 
Ocean depths in terms of time re- 
quired for a sourd wave to travel 
from near the surfece to the bottom 
and the echo to return to the sur- 
face. It had been discovered previ- 
ously that the sea bottom would give 
back an echo from a sound produced 
just below the surface and that with 
suitable apparatus this echo could be 
heard the greatest depths. 

The time for a sound wave to trav- 
el from the bottom to the surface is 
@ measure of the depth of water in 
| that place, but since the velocity of 
| sound in sea water ww approximately 
| 4800 feet per second the apparatus 
that records it must be of great deli- 
cacy and accuracy.

HAWAIIAN KANCHES 

The mainland far west must look 
to Ms laurels, for already Hawaii 
asserts it has the largest cattle 
ranch existing in present-day 
America. This is the Parker ranch, 
on the Island of Hawali, located on 
the slopes of Mauna Loa and Mauna 
Kea, and spreading over an area of 
500,000 acres. Here is produced most 
of the fresh meat consumed in the 


territory. Other big 
projects are the ranches of Hale- 
akala and Ulapalakua on the Island 
of Maul. In addition to cattle rais- 
ing, the island ranchmen are inter- 
ested in breeding goon horses, and 
are breeding race horses and polo 
ponies for both Hawullan and main- 
land use. As an outgrowth of the 
cattle ranchinz business the island 
people have rome much interested 
in rodeos and round-ups, and one of 
the stunts that is fast
